New Grades for Eggs 


Importakt amendments whereby 
further pro tion is afforded to both 
producers consumers, have been 
made in the egg regulations by Or- 
der-in-Council. The new grades con- 
gist of ‘A-1’, ‘A’, ‘B’ and ‘C’ in place 
of ‘Specials,’ ‘Firsts’ and ‘Seconds.’ 
The words “new laid” may be ap- 
plied only to grade A-1, ‘and the word 
“fresh,” or any other equivalent of 
that word, to grades A-1 and A. 

Grades A-1 and A are divided re- 
spectively into three classes. Large, | 
‘Medium and Pullet and all eggs pos- 
sessing the quality of Grade A may 
be sold in that grade irrespective of 
siz>, but the eggs of different sizes 
must be packed separately, with the 
size—indicated on the container. As 
grade A-1 is a super grade, the pack- 
ing of eggs of this grade may be done 
only by Pp ers authorized by the 
‘Dominion De ent of Agriculture.

That the following schedule of 
work in accordance with the size of 
families shall apply—Families . of 
two, nine days of work per month; 
three, ten days of work per month; 
four, eleven days of work per month; 
five, twelve days of work per month; 
six, thirteen days of work per month; 
seven, fourteen days of work per 
month; eight, fifteen days of work 
per month; nine, sixteen days of 
sork per month; over nine, seventeen ny 
days Ol’ work per month. 

With the above relief the men will 
be required to furnish themselves and 
families with eatables, fuel, water, 
light and clothing, except in extreme 
cases where the relief officer, after 
proper investigation may, if he deems 
it necessary, issue extra relief com- 
mensurate with the particular case. 

Mayor H. D. Graham moved an 
amendment to the resdlution, second- 
ed by Councillor Delong, that $1.75 
per day be the amount paid/for re- 
lief work with practically the same!

A Unique Service Rendered by the 
Hospital for Sick Children, 


Toronto 


Three years ao, the Hospital for 
Sick Children. Totonto—the pioneer 
hospital in Canada for children only 
tentatively started a service to be 
known as “The Parents’ Personal 
Service.” « 

This means that the Hospital 
aside a graduate nurse, with her 
stenographer, for the excludive use 
of the parents, tn order that they 
Might have a direct and intimate 
source of information re their chil- 
Gren, not only as to-the ailment for 
which they were admitted bur the 
little individual conditions 
comforting to talk with. or write 
to, someone who has time to see. 
and chat with thelr little one. and 
who can tell them how he looks. and 
answer such questtons as: ts he able 
to be up. or sit up in bed? Does he 
miss us and fret? Does he play with 
the other children? and so on. dozens 
of anxious inquiries, and meaning 
much to the home folk. If they live 
in the City they may see and talk to 
her any hour. 

To-day. the Hospital's officials re- 
gard this Service with pride, as it 
reveals the spirit of the Institution, 
supplying, as it does, the human 
touch that sets it apart from a mere 
repair factory and shows it aa a 
house, not only of healing? but of 
sympathy and understanding towarda 
the parents. 


set 


As the Hospital takes in children 
from every corner of Ontario, not- 
withstanding that some of the larger 
cities mow have a hospital of their 
own, this has increased the Hospital's 
correspondence immensely. 

A look at the fle for this Service, 
however, shows how worth-while the 
experiment has proved. There are 
thousands of letters, intensely human 
documents, from parents. A play- 
wright would consider it a rich field. 
It contains ready-made blocks xf 
assorted emotions for the making of 
dramas—love, pity, longing, anxiety, 
fear, faith, hope, exaltation and grati- 
tude—all crammed _ between its 
covers. 

The nurse in charge of this Service 
is naturally immensely popular with 
the children. They look to her for 
news from home. To the parents, 
also, she is @ Very real person, though 
they may never have seen her, and 
some write to her after their children 
are home. Neither do the children 
forget her, as the concluding sentence, 
in a letter from a child, home many 
months, shows: “I have just finish- 
ed my homework, and I am very 
tired and I just wrote this letter to 
see what ou are doing. Goodnight 
and God bless you.” This last, no 
doubt, was prompted by a grateful 
mother. 

Then there is the letter of the little 
boy, successfully treated for Infantile 

Peralysis, who “enought longingly ~of 
home while in the Hospital, and of 
his Hospital friends when discharged. 
“Just a line to lat you know how I 
am. My leg is all better now. I can 
walk quite well now. IT am glad to 
be home, but I am still lonesome for 
the Hospital. I will soon be able to 
walk good. How is Herby now? Is 
he gone t© Thistletown yet? ‘This is 
the first time I have written a letter 
with # pen and ink. . Well, I guees 
I'll close now.” 

An institution that is not content 
to heal only, but feels for the dis- 
tressed parents to the extent of set- 
ting aside a graduate. nurse and her 
stenographer solely for the purpose 
of lightening their anxiety, must 
awaken in the hearts of all a desire 
to help support that Institution. 

Last year showed a great increase 
in the number of patients treated. 
The revenues fell far short of the 
actual cost..

©” brand, for example, were practic- 
ally the first to be sold in the leading 
markets lately, while miscellaneous 
shipments were only disposed of with 
great difficulty. 

After studying auctions and prices 
at Glasgow, Liverpool, Southampton, 
Bristol and London, Mr. Fulton finds 
that the “Big O” brand apples have 
sold at an_average of two shillings a 
barrel higher than ordinary marks. 
Several buyers have told him recently 
that they find that the “Big O” pack 
is honest. In this and other ways, the 
Ontario Fruit Growers’ Association is 


building up a good reputation for 


centrally-packed Ontario apples. 
A Word to Farmers on Export 
Bacon Trade 
Mr. 8S. E. Todd, secretary of the In- 
dustrial and Development Council, 
Canadian Meat Packers, who was re- 
cently in England investigating con- 


in developing Canada’s export bacon 
trade, makes some interesting com- 
ment, He states that the greatest 
complaint he heard with respect to 
Canadian bacon was lack of finish 
and light weights and he adds: “It 
would appear that the farmers do not 
understand the seriousness of this 
condition. At~present it is impossible 
to get enough properly-rinished hogs 
of the right weights to make thé*fex 
quired quantities of export bacon and 
of best bacon for home use. A part 
of these unfinished and light weight 
hogs may be due to lack of feed, but 
probably a great deal of it is due to 
the fact that producers do not quite 
understand the importance of proper 
weight and finish. 

“The bulk of good bacon comes 
from the bacon and select grades of 
hogs. There is a range of weights in 
these two grades of from 180 to 230 
Ibs. at the farm. It is probably nat- 
ural for farmers to assume that when 
a hog has attained a weight of 180 
Ibs, in the bacon grade or 190 in the 
select grade, that this is as useful a 
weight for export or domestic pyir- 
poses as any weight up to 230 lbs. 

“Such is not the case. The low 
weights are the minimum and the 
high weights are the maximum that 
can be accepted. But it is very unde- 
Sirable that the bulk of the hogs 
should be either in the low or the 
high weights. The bulk of the hogs 
should be from 200 to 220 Ibs. at the 
farm when not too full of feed. 

“Hogs are now coming in quantities 
at from 180 to 200 lbs. At these low 
weights many are unfinished and 
even a part of the heavier weights 
lack finish. This is disastrous to good 
prices for bacon both in the export 
and domestic market and, of course, 
equally disastrous to good prices for| 
hogs. | 

“The difficulty of scarce feed sup- 
pliss in some sections is fully recog-| 
nized. But it will pay to finish the! 
hogs that are on hand on the farm! 
rather than flood the market with 
poor hogs. At‘from 180 to 230 Ibs. 
hogs gain rapidly and make very eco-, 
nomical use of feed, Hogs that are 
finished so as to make bacon or se- 
lect grade, bring from fifty cents to 
a dollar per hundred more than un- 
finished hogs. This will pay for pur- 
chased feed. At the same time the 
market will be strengthened instead 
of being weakened. 

“Some weeks ago on account of an 
extra supply of bacon being permit- 
ted to be shipped to the British mar- 
ket by Denmark, the price slumped. 
Since that time ‘further restrictions 
have been-imposed by Britain or for- 
eign countries and currency exchange 
ha; improved. The markets have 
in consequence. For 
the weeks of October 26th, November 
2nd and November 9th, the price of 
bacon hogs at.Toronto has beer. $5.60, 
$5.75 and $6.00 showing a steady ad- 
vance. 

“It is believed that if farmers fully 
understand the need for carrying 
their hogs until from 200 to’ 220 Ibs. 
and having them properly finished, 
they will co-operate for the good of 
all.”

Your committee on Roads and) 
Bridges, having been instructed by 
this Council to inspect and report 
on certain Township Roads which 
have been asked to be added to the 
County system, have carried out your 
request and report as follows. 

A road leading from the village of 
Bancroft westerly to the west bound- 
ary of the Township of Faraday at 
Paudash Lake. This road carries a 
very heavy truck traffic, as lumber- 
ing is a very important industry at 
the west end of this road with Ban- 
croft, and the south the source of 
shipping and market. There are also 
numerous tourists who use this road. 
This is a fairly level road in fair con- 
dition with plenty of gravel close to 
the road. 

A road connecting County Road 
No. 7 at Chisholm’s Mills in Tyendin- 
aga Township bearing northwest to 
the second concession of Hungerford 
Township, then following second con- 
cession east to connect with road No. 
6. This is a very hilly road with a 
light traffic. There are two small con- 
crete bridges. Material for the road is 
quite convenient and although the 
road {s not in a very good condition, 
it would not be expensive to improve 
it to compare with other County 
roads in that section excepting the 
hills. This was a county road prev- 
fous to 1925. 

A road connecting County Road No. 
12 at Queensboro and running north- 
westerly to connect on Road No. 1 at 
‘Bahnoclkkburn, Bridges are all con- 
crete. The present™condition rele the 
road requires straightening - or 
curves and. resurfacing. This was as | a 
County road previous to 1925. As No. 
12 stops at Cooper, there is no con- 
nection with any other’ road in the 
County system. There are four miles 
to connect with road No. 1 at Ban- 
nockburn, 

What is known as the Hybla road 
in Monteagle Township, connecting 
with road No. 1, Section 2—3 miles 
north of Bird’s Creek and running 
westerly by Hybla station to the east | 
boundary of the Township a distance. 
of eleven miles. There has been a lot 
of improvement in this road with, 
Colonization and County grants.

We are of the opinion that there 
is a fair distribution of County roads 
throughout the County at the present = 
time, and until such time as the [E 
County rate can be increased above | 
two mills and the other most import- 
ant roads are in a condition to proper- 
ly serve the traffic which is increas-. | 
ing each ‘year on account of their iE 
location, that no additional mileage 
should be added, and when the oppor- 
tune time comes for increasing the 
mileage, it should be done proportion- 
ately throughout the County by in- 
cluding the most important Township 
roads which serve as extensions or 
connecting links to our present sys- 
tem.

The Preservation of Wood Ashes 

Since wood ashes owe a consider- 
able part of their value to the pres- 
ence of potash which is soluble in 
water, it is obvious that the ashes 
should be kept under cover and not 
exposed to the weather. 

Clean unleached wood ashes  con- 
tain from 4 to 6 per cent (or even 
higher), of potash, with 1 to 2. per 
cent of phosphoric acid and 35 to 40 
per cent of lime. 

In addition to their value as a 
source of potash, wood ashes are of 
value to acid soils through their 
content of lime which lessens the 
acidity of soils to which they are ap- 
plied. 

The ashes of coal and coke are 
practically destitute of fertilizer corn- 
atituents.

“This ycar all committees of your 
Council heve kept well within the’: 
appropriations. A total of only two 
mills has been spent on highways, 
and so far this important committe 
is well within its appropriation. In| 
other years we paid fifty per cent of | 
all costs on all County roads. Last | 
year approximately seventy-five per 
cent of all work done was for labor. 
The County’s share of the cost was 
fifty per cent. Under the new system, 
whereby the Dominion pays one third, 
and the Province will pay one half of 
the County's share on labor, will re- 
sult in an estimated cost to the 
County of only twenty per cent which 
will be a direct benefit to the tax 
payers. This coming year there isn't 
a bit of reason why the men in the

A program of work on County 
roads throughout Hastings, at an es- 
timated cost of $25,000, which is ex- 
pected to provide work for unem- 
ployed of the County during the win- 
ter, will be commenced immediat 
upon receipt of the final approval of 
plans now being prepared for the Do- 
minton and Provincial Governments.

Of the $25,000 to be spent the share 
for Hastings County will be in the 
neighborhood of $6,000. Under the 
new plan the Dominion and the Pro-

Preparing Sheep Pelts : 

The following directions for prepar- 
ing lamb or sheep pelts should be 
useful to farmers in dressing and cut- 
ting lamb carcasses:——Spread the pelt 
out flat and evenly, with the wool 
side down. Take a pound to a pound 
and a half of coarse salt and sprinkle 
evenly over the pelt, exercising spec- 
jal care with the head and legs. Allow 
the pelt to remain in this position for 
at least twenty-four hours. The pelt 
may then be rolled, turning in the 
legs and sides lengthwise. Bring the 
head to about the point of the shoul- 
der and the tail and rump to the 
centre of the back, and roll both ends,

SHORTEST DAY IN YEAR 


King Sol completed one half of his 
journey on December 21st, which is 
the shortest day of the year, and the 
sun then reaches its southern limit. 
Since September 21st, when the sun 
crossed the equatorial line, it has tra- 
velled slowly soythward, and on De- 
cember 2ist it reached the Tropic of 
Capricorn, after which it begins its 
return trip to the north. The sun is 
much closer to us in the winter time 
‘than in the summer, but the temper- 
ature is lower then, because when it 
is farthest south, its rays are slanted, 
and one sun’s ray covers the space 
that two would cover when the sun is 
more perpendicular. Only eight hours 

and fifty-six minutes of sunlight on 
December 21st, the sun rose at 7.48 
o'clock in the mOrnIng and set at 
4.44 p.m. 


BRITISH RECOVERY 
SEEN, DEFICIT LOWER 


- The United Kingdom Thursday was 
pondering with satisfaction  ex- 
chequer returns to December 2nd, 
which showed a saving in national 
debt interest, in the financial year 
to date, of £52,242,981 over last year 
mainly owing to conversion opera~-

Thanks to this saving the ordinary 
state expenditure has been reduced 
by £53,176,063 to £466,788,277. In the 
same period the ordinary revenue has 
increased from £11,605,843 to £376,- 
183,410. 

Although these figures show a tem- 
porary deficit.of £90,604,867,the sit- 


uation for the period is considerably 


more satisfactory than at this time 


last year, when the deficit was £155,- 


386,773.
